All 
the Generals and Staff Officers of the Army 
have declared to the Government that they are 
opposed to the unconditional signing of the 
Treaty, and that if the Government, neverthe- 
less, signed it, including the points affecting the 
country’s honour, they would retire from their 
posts, being unable to reconcile such a step with 
the honour of the German Officers’ Corps.
